James Stacy Murdock & 
Alva Pierce Murdock Barns 


The log barn in the background, was likely built for James Stacy Murdock, 
the father of Alva Pierce Murdock, who next owned the quarter block on 
which these two barns stand. The barn in the foreground and granary, were 
probably built for Alva Pierce Murdock. Alva lived at 515 E 200 N near these 
barns most of his life. The home was originally built of log, just like the one 
barn, then later veneered with ship lap siding as it is now. 


The probable successive ownership of the barns and property have been, 
James Stacy Murdock, then Alva Pieree Murdock, then James Neil Murdock, 
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
